Pack h»>t info container with tight­ 
ly lilting

This sterilization is for 
the purpose of preventing any mold­ 
ing, spoiling or infection of *the ton 
layer of apple butter and also to take 
the place of pnraflfh, which is now 
quite expensive. 
If tit«' sterilisation 
method is 
not followed, 
then Hot 
pa ratlin should b»x 
poured over the 
fruit butter to prevent it from spoil­ 
age. 
Apple Butter with Grape Juice—If 
a grape flavor is 
desired in apple 
Putter it may bp obtained by the use 
of gray« juice. 
T<. each galfon of 
peeled and sliced apples, cooked into 
sauce and «trained, one pint of grape 
juice, one cup of brown sugar, and 
I one-quarter of a teaspoonful of salt 
should b»' added. These should cook 
slowly and he stirred often for «two 
hours or until of the desired thick­ 
ness. Hum stir in one tea spoonful of 
¡cinnamon and park hot in hot con­ 
tainer« and sterilize as directed for 
oilier apple butter.

Apple butter still holds a high place 
in kiddies’ palate-land, says today’s

Today’« bulletin offers a splendid 
recipe for the old-time popular apple 
butter. While almost any apples will 
make good apple butter, those which 
are of good quality and cook well ar<

apple sauce. Two of the essentials of 
making good apple butter are long, 
slow cooking (four to six bout's) ami 
constant stirring. 
If sugar is used, it should be added 
after the cooking of cider and apples 
is about two-thirds »lone. 
About a 
pound »rf either white or brown sugar 
is the usual proportion per gallon of 
apple butter, more or less ( or not 
any) may be Used to suit the taste 
Apple butter is spiced according to 
i a si e . about a half teakpoonful each , 
of ground cinnamon, 
cloves and all­ 
spice b*'ing 
used for 
each gallon. 
These are stirred into it when the 
cooking is finished. 
While ladling hot, nppl*» butter Is 
packed In sterilized jar* with tight- 
lilting tops and sterilized in ladling 
water for five minutes for quart jar, 
or the jars may 
be 
covered with 
paraffin.
